DECLINES TO GIVE UP MONEY 


Management Is Heedless of Demand 


for Return of Admission Fee and 


' Crowd of Angry Spectators Set Fire 


to the Structure. 


St. LotilB, Mo.. Jiiqo G.—Failure to 


carry out 
the Spanlnh bull light 


which lm<l lieon nilvcrllNCil to tnltu 
lilncc In Uio stadium at the cxjKisl- 
tlon grounds Sundiiy started n riot of 
2,500 men and boys that only united 
after n tlorcc fight between the mob 
and county ufllccra and liy the burn- 
ing of tho ImmctiHe stnicturo In which 
the flght was to have taken place. 


The crowd walled for almost an 


hour for the gory battle between the 
matadors and hulls to begin. 
Thu 


bulls had been driven Into the arena 
by cowboys when a representative of 
the sheriff entered the ring and de- 
clared that the light could not bo car- 
ried out. 


The crowd hailed the announce- 


ment with hoots and nngry cries for 
its money. When tho management re- 
fused to pay back the $1 paid for each 
ticket and called upon the police to 
drive the riotous muh from tho build- 
ing the flght began. 


Set Fire to Building. 


Once outside the molt began to bom- 


bard tho frame building with stones. 
Somo malicious person. set fire to a 
ball of paper and tanned It onto tho 
low roof. Tho Idea caught the crowd's 
fancy, and while hundreds fought, the 
police other hundreds hunted for pa- 
pur to fire and toss at the building. 


In five minutes the nlr was tilled 


•with the tlery balls. Some one crept 
unobserved Into tho building liy a rear 
entrance and threw a lighted match 
into the hay bins. 


Within ICSH than half an hour the 


building was In ashes. It was valued 
at $25.000. 


During the progress of the fight 


four of the Hoters were placed under 
arrest. The crowd mistaking them for 
deputy sheriffs, attempted to mob 
them. 


Governor Stops Exhibition. 


Governor Dockcry had been advised 


of 'he Intention of the management of 
".lie bull-flghtlng enterprise, and was 
1« tltiuned to prohibit the brutal af- 
fair. Ho Issued orders that tho flght 
should not be allowed, but despite 
these Instructions from the governor 
the show ufllclals continued In their 
plans and filled the scats and stalls 
ck'Hit the arena to overflowing at Jl 
a head. 


l.cforc the beginning of the feature 


of tho evening a number of cowboy? 
drove n herd of bulls about the cen- 
ter nt tho arena, emulating the tricks 
uf embryo wild west 
rldrrs.

crowd hooted Its disapproval 
and 


yelled for the real carnnge to begin. 
Still tho cowboys held to their Bad- 
dies anil, chased -.try*, bulls about tho 


ring. tiu'tiY the crowd^ was In a wild 
state of rage, mingled with expec- 
tancy for the coming battle. 


Finally, when It was

Lninot'iinf: desperate would bo ilono 
unless the howling mass of limuinlty

and called out that the flg'-it would 
immediately proceed.
